The Jubilee of Our Redemption 
33—1933 





9) VER memorable for time and eternity will be 1933. 
Suan) Inspired by the Holy Spirit who guides and governs 
the Catholic Church, Christ’s Vicar on earth has, for 
the first time known in history, proclaimed a centenary 
as a Jubilee in honor of the Passion, Death and 
Resurrection of our Savior. The Jubilee of Redemption! Marvelous 
word! Jubilee signifies great joy and exultation. How can joy 
be connected with our Redemption, the memory of which instantly 
conjures up before our mind the immolation of the Son of God 
through inhuman tortures? 

Ah, this year, the remembrance of the sufferings of our Blessed 
Redeemer is to be for us as Jesus counselled St. Gertrude: “Honey 
in the mouth, and jubilee to the ears.” A pean of thanksgiving 
should resound from every quarter of the globe, from every human 
heart which has heard the message of salvation. A hymn of grati- 
tude should be intoned upon earth in honor of Him who has 
purchased us with His Precious Blood by His bitter death upon 
the Cross. And fulfilling the wishes of the Sovereign Pontiff, let 
us bow our knee in humble adoration, praying with lips and heart: 
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“We adore Thee, O Christ, and we bless Thee, because by Thy 
Holy Cross Thou hast redeemed the world!” 

“Beloved Sons, what other centenary should be holier or wor- 
thier of celebration,” exclaimed Pope Pius XI, when enthusiastically 
proclaiming the Jubilee of our Redemption on January 15, 1933. 

Verily, a crusade of prayer should pervade the world. The 
homage of adoration, thanksgiving and atonement should ascend like 
incense to the throne of God where sits in glory the Only-begotten 
Son, bearing in his hands and feet and Heart the pledges of our 
salvation. In short, the fruits of the Holy Year as expounded in 
the admirable Bull of His Holiness are to be: — 


1. The elevation of our hearts above the sordid things of earth 
to the contemplation of eternal, heavenly things. 
2. Renewed gratitude for the benefits of our Redemption: 
a) the Holy Eucharist; 
b) the priesthood; 
c) the bitter Passion, Death and Crucifixion of Jesus Christ 
for our salvation; 


d) the legacy of the Mother of God become our Mother at 
the foot of the Cross; 


e) the admirable Resurrection of Jesus Christ, the pledge 
of our own future glory; 

f) the power granted the apostles to remit sins; 

g) the jurisdiction over the Church to Peter, and through 
him to the Sovereign Pontiffs; 

h) the Ascension of our Lord; 

i) the Descent of the Holy Ghost; 

j) the triumph and spread of Christianity through the 
preaching of the apostles. 

8. A third fruit of the Holy Year expected is fervent prayer, 
humble penitence and peace “to souls... to the Church... and to 
peoples ;"’ 

4. Special piety displayed especially during Holy Week and the 
Easter season of the Holy Year; 

5. More fervent veneration of the relics of the Sacred Passion 
wheresoever they may be; 

6. Visits to the Holy Places in Palestine, to Rome, and the con- 
sequent gaining of the Jubilee indulgences by numberless Catholics. 

The Holy Door 


His Holiness Pope Pius XI will open the Holy Door at 11:00 
A.M. on April Ist. He will participate in Vespers on Passion 
Sunday, April 2d, the beginning of the Holy Year of Jubilee com- 
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memorating the nineteenth centenary of the Crucifixion and Resur- 
rection of our Lord. 

One of the most distinctive features in the ceremony of the Holy 
Year is the unwalling and the final walling up of the Holy Door in 
each of the four great basilicas which the pilgrims are required to 
visit. By some, this custom is supposed to date back to the year 
1500. Though it is doubtful whether the custom existed at that early 
date, yet there are several references to the opening of the “holy door” 
or the “golden gate” in connection with the Jubilee long before the 
year 1475. A Florentine merchant, Giovanni Rucellai, speaks of five 
doors of the Lateran basilica, “one of which is always walled up 
except during the Jubilee year, when it is broken down at Christmas 
when the Jubilee commences. The devotion which the populace has 
for the bricks and mortar of which it is composed is such that at the 
unwalling, the fragments are immediately carried off by the crowd, 
and pilgrims take them home as so many sacred relics... Out of 
devotion, every one who gains the indulgence passes through that 
door which is walled up again as soon as the Jubilee is ended” 
(Archivio di Storia Patria, IV, 569-670). 

This is a description of a rite which has continued unchanged 
to the present day, and which has usually supplied the principal 
subject depicted upon the long series of Jubilee medals issued by the 
various Pontiffs who have opened and closed the Holy Door at the 
beginning and end of each Jubilee year. Each of the four basilicas 
has its Holy Door. That of St. Peter’s is opened on the Christmas 
Eve preceding the Holy Year by the Pontiff in person, and it is closed 
by him on the Christmas Eve following. Since the Jubilee is of an 
extraordinary character in 1933, and commences on April 2, Passion 
Sunday, Pope Pius XI will open the Holy Door on April Ist. 

The Pope knocks upon the door three times with a silver hammer, 
singing the versicle: “Open unto me the gates of justice.” The 
masonry, which has been loosened beforehand, is made to fall in at 
the third blow, and, after the threshold has been swept and washed 
by the Jubilee penitentiaries, the Pope enters first. Each of the Holy 
Doors of the other basilicas is similarly opened by a cardinal specially 
deputed for the purpose. The symbolism of this ceremony is probably 
closely connected with the idea of the exclusion of Adam and Eve 
from paradise, and the expulsion and reconciliation of penitents ac- 
cording to the ritual provided in the Pontifical. Undoubtedly it is 
also typical of the treasury of the Church being thrown open to souls. 
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Promulgation of an Extraordinary Holy Year

Bishop, Servant of the Servants of the Lord, 
To All the Faithful Who Shall Read These Letters, 
Salutations and Apostolic Benediction 


mE hasten to fulfill the promise made recently, the day 
: before Christmas, not only to the Venerable College of 
Their Eminences, the Cardinals, and to those Our sons 
who had come to extend to Us the holiday greetings, but 
also to the whole Catholic world — that is, by decreeing 
an extraordinary Holy Year and a general and highest 
Jubilee at the close of the nineteenth century since the accomplishment 
of the Redemption of mankind. 

In fact, although the precise year of this event has not been 
historically ascertained, nevertheless the fact in itself, or rather, the 
series of these admirable works, is of such gravity and importance 
that it would be improper to let them pass in silence. 


1. Turn Eyes from Earth to Heaven 


Moved, therefore, by this most happy centenary, men should turn 
their thoughts, at least in part, from earthly and decaying things in 
which today they are struggling so unhappily, to celestial and eternal 
things. Let them lift their minds from the fearful and sad conditions 
of these days to the hope of that happiness to which our Lord Jesus 
Christ called us when He poured out His Blood and conferred immense 
benefits of every kind. Let them withdraw themselves from the din of 
daily life, and reflect in their hearts with themselves, especially during 
this Centenary Year. Inasmuch as our Savior loved us and with such 
ardent zeal liberated us from the slavery of sin, so undoubtedly they 
will feel themselves seized with greater charity and will be almost 
necessarily impelled to love again this most loving Lord. 


2. Divine Benefits Recounted 


For the usefulness of everyone, We should like here to examine, 
at least briefly, the series of these Divine benefits from which springs 
also that true civilization which we enjoy and in which we glory, 
that is: — 

a) the instituting, in the Supper of the Lord, of the Holy 
Eucharist, and the distribution of It to the Apostles, who were 
initiated into the order of priests with the words: “Do this in 
commemoration of Me;”’

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b) the Passion of Jesus Christ, His crucifixion and death for 
the salvation of men; 

c) Mary the Virgin, at the foot of the Cross of her Son made 
the Mother of all men; 

d) then, the admirable resurrection of Jesus Christ, the con- 
dition and certain security of our resurrection; 

e) then, the power granted by Him to the apostles of remit- 
ting sins, 

f) the true primacy of jurisdiction confided and confirmed 
to Peter and his successors; and finally, 

g) the ascension of the Lord, 

h) the descent of the Holy Ghost, the Paraclete, and 

i) the first preaching of the Gospel, accomplished in a pro- 
digious and triumphant manner by the apostles. 


3. Prayer, Penitence, Peace 


Beloved Sons, what other centenary should be holier or worthier 
of celebration? From these wonderful events and Divine gifts with 
which the earthly life of Jesus Christ closes, emanates to us that life 
which is the true life and arises a new order of centuries for all the 
human generation. 

We revivify such recollections, therefore, during this Holy Year 
with every intensity and We venerate them with fervid love. Let us 
stimulate ourselves to prayer, to penitence for the sins committed by 
us, having in mind in our prayers and acts of expiation not only our 
eternal salvation, but also that of all mankind, led astray by so many 
errors, torn by so many discords and hostilities, laboring under so 
many miseries, and fearful of so many dangers. 

Oh! May the most merciful Lord bring it about that the Holy 
Year which We shall shortly inaugurate will bring peace to souls, to 
the Church that liberty everywhere due her, to all peoples concord 
and true prosperity. 


4. Special Piety at Easter Time 


And since this jubilee celebration will begin with the approach 
of the Easter solemnities and close in the Eastertide, We believe it 
opportune that the Bishops exhort all their own faithful to purify 
themselves in the Sacrament of Penance and nourish themselves with 
the Eucharistic Bread, not only during the Easter time set for observ- 
ing the precept of the Church, but as often and with as great devotion 
as they can, especially throughout the Holy Year; and also to meditate, 
in a special manner, on Friday of Holy Week, on the Passion of the 
Lord. Let this be the particular fruit — and truly of no small im- 
portance — of this celebration. 

It being then understood that the Plenary Indulgence which We 
are about to grant can be obtained during this Jubilee Year only in 
Rome, We ardently desire, O beloved Sons, that you come in very large 
numbers in pious pilgrimage to this city — to this city, We say, which 
is as the center of the Catholic Faith, the domicile and See of the 
Vicar of Jesus Christ. 
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5. Relics of Passion at Rome 

Here, in fact, it is possible to venerate the rendwned relics of the 
Passion of the Lord, which no one of the faithful can see without 
feeling his love warming toward God and without being aroused to a 
more perfect life. Here, as you know, is preserved that table on which 
tradition says our Lord Jesus Christ consecrated the Bread of Angels 
after having Himself given It, hidden under the Eucharistic veils, to 
His beloved disciples. 

Finally, beloved Sons, you have here the common Father who 
lovingly awaits you and desires to implore the Divine Blessing upon 
you, upon your possessions and undertakings. 


6. Visits to Palestine Holy Places 


It will also be appropriate that more frequent devout pilgrimages 
be made to the Holy Places of Palestine during the course of this 
year, and that the faithful visit there and recall with the greatest 
devotion the theater of the most holy events which are the object of 
this commemoration. : 

We desire also that in those places where famous relics of the 
Passion of our Lord are kept, they be venerated this Holy Year with 
particular piety.* 

Happy, indeed, in the hope of these abundant fruits which even 
now We foretaste in Our mind and with humble prayers recommend to 
the Father of Mercies, with the assent of Our Venerable Brothers, the 
Cardinals of the Holy Roman Church, with the authority of Omnipotent 
God, of the blessed Apostles Peter and Paul, with Our own authority, 
for the glory of God Himself, for the salvation of souls and the increase 
of the Catholic Church, We decree and promulgate with these Apostolic 
Letters, and We desire that there be established and promulgated, a 
General Extraordinary Jubilee in this sacred city from April 2d of this 
year to April 2d of the year 1934, this according to canon 923. 


7. Conditions to Gain Indulgences 

To all the faithful of both sexes who during this Holy Year, 
having confessed and communicated, either on the same day or on 
different days and in whatsoever order, visit piously three times the 
Basilicas of St. John Lateran, St. Peter in the Vatican, St. Paul in the 
Via Ostia and St. Mary Major on the Esquiline Hill, and pray according 
to Our intention, We concede and impart, mercifully in the Lord, a 
Plenary Indulgence for all the punishment they must suffer for their 
sins, of which these faithful shall have first obtained the remission and 
pardon. And We hereby notify the faithful that as soon as they have 
left the Basilica after their holy visit, they may immediately enter 
anew the same Basilica to fulfill the second and third visits. This We 
establish to render the fulfillment of this condition more convenient. 

What is generally the desire of the Roman Pontiffs, beloved Sons, 
you certainly know; and what in this case is particularly Our intention, 
We have already set forth above with sufficient amplitude. 

We further decree that this Jubilee indulgence may apply both

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to oneself and for the benefit of the faithful departed each time that 
the prescribed works are faithfully executed. 


8. Prayers and Visits Prescribed 


In order that the prayers that are said on these sacred visits may 
recall to the minds of the faithful and inspire in them the memory of 
the Divine Redemption, and especially the Passion of the Lord, We 
decree and order as follows: — 

In addition to these prayers made spontaneously to the Lord ac- 
cording to each one’s piety, there should be recited: — 

a) at the altar of the Most Holy Sacrament, five Paters, Aves 
and Glorias, and also a Pater, Ave and Gloria according to Our 
intention; 

b) before the image of Christ Crucified all should recite the 
Profession of Faith three times, as well as the Oredo, and once 
the ejaculation “Adoramus te, Christe, et benedicimus tibi, etc. — 
We adore Thee, O Christ, and we bless Thee, because by Thy 
holy Cross Thou hast redeemed the world,” or something similar; 

c) then they should go before the Blessed Virgin and seven 
times, remembering her sufferings, recite there the Angelic Salu- 
tation, Ave Maria, adding once the ejaculation “Holy Mother, do 
this, etc.”” or something similar; * 

d) finally, they should go to the altar of the confession and 
again devoutly make the Profession of Catholic Faith, with the 
usual formula, given above. 

We intend to lighten the dispositions We have above established 
as necessary to enjoy all the indulgences of the Jubilee for those who 
during the voyage or because of illness here in Rome, or because of 
death or for any other legitimate reason, cannot complete the number 
of the prescribed visits or have not even been able to begin them, in 
such manner that if they confess and communicate they may participate 
in the same indulgence and Jubilee remission as if they had in fact 
visited the four Basilicas We have above nominated. 

Nothing now remains, beloved Sons, except to exhort you in the 
Lord, whether you are inhabitants of Rome or pilgrims, to profit by 
this opportune occasion to visit with the greatest devotion the widely 
celebrated Chapel of the Holy Relics in the Sessoriana Basilica of the 
Holy Cross and make the pious exercise of the Holy Stairs, praying 
and meditating according to the custom. 


9. Copies of Document Sufficient 


In order that the knowledge of these Our letters may more easily 
reach all the faithful, We desire that the printed copies of them, 
subscribed by a notary public and bearing the seal of a person of

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ecclesiastical dignity, receive the same faith that one would give the 
present letters on being shown them. 

No one is permitted to impair or contradict temeriously this 
document of Our decree, promulgation, concession and will. If anyone 
presumes to attempt this, let him know that he will incur the dis- 
pleasure of the Omnipotent God and of the Blessed Apostles Peter 
and Paul. 

Given at Rome, at St. Peter’s, January 6, the Epiphany of our 
Lord, in the year 1933, eleventh of Our Pontificate.

Instructions on the Extraordinary Jubilee 
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Indulgences 





HE three supplementary Papal bulls relating to the Holy 

Year of Jubilee, which were forecast when the Holy 
Father announced the extraordinary Jubilee year, have 
now been published. 


First — Suspension and Retention of Indulgences 

The first of the documents bears the title “Nullo Non Tempore.” 
It stipulates a general suspension of indulgences in so far as they 
apply to the living. However, the following are not abrogated during 
the Holy Year: — 

1. Indulgences for the dying (in articulo mortis); 

2. Those for the recitation of the Angelus; 

3. Those applying to visits in connection with the Forty Hours’ 
Devotion; 

4. Those for accompanying the Holy Viaticum; 

5. The Portiuncula indulgences; 

6. Indulgences granted by bishops after the celebration of pon- 
tifical functions. 

In addition to retaining in full effect the above named specific 
indulgences, which are ordinarily kept in effect throughout holy years, 
the bull also leaves in effect the indulgences accorded to pilgrims 
visiting the Holy Places in Palestine, and also the indulgences to 
pilgrims visiting the sanctuary at Lourdes, accorded from February 11, 
1933 to February 11, 1934, in connection with the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of the Lourdes apparitions. 

Second — Special Faculties to Confessors 

The second bull entitled “Indicto a Nobis” accords the fullest 

faculties to confessors at Rome in connection with the Holy Year, and 
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authorizes the Cardinal Penitentiary to appoint penitentiaries for the 
patriarchal basilicas and principal churches in Rome, especially the 
national churches, for the pilgrims of the different nationalities. It 
grants special powers to confessors in Rome to give absolution in 
“reserved cases,” as well as to commute visits to the four Roman 
basilicas. 

Third — Classes of Persons Who Can Gain the Jubilee 

Indul sthout Visiting R 

The third bull, entitled “Qui Umbratilem,” makes it possible for 
certain classes of persons to gain the Jubilee indulgences without 
visiting Rome. Among the persons whom the bull holds as hindered 
are nuns, religious sisters, regular tertiaries, pious women and girls 
who live in convents, hermits belonging to monastic orders, prisoners, 
convicts, exiles, deported persons, superiors of penal settlements; 
persons who, on account of sickness or poor health, are detained in the 
hospital; the sick who live in hospitals or homes and those who care 
for them; persons who have passed their 70th year; and finally, labor- 
ers who are dependent on their daily wage for their living, and cannot 
remain from their work for so many hours as would be necessary to 


fulfil the prescribed number of visits. 





HARMFUL PROPAGANDA. — Certain newspapers are still cir- 
culating erroneous statements concerning the well-known Padre Pio 
de Pietralcina, 0.M.Cap., and religious Orders with strict rules. From 
no less a champion of truth than the “Fortnightly Review” we quote 
the following for the benefit of our readers who have inquired of us: 
“Padre Pio is not suspended (from saying Mass). He says Mass every 
day, but not in a public church, because the fervor of his admirers 
has sometimes led to scenes of undisciplined devotion. It is true that 
certain books concerning this priest have been placed on the Index; 
but Padre Pio has had nothing to do with their authorship and he 
strongly deplores the publicity which irresponsible admirers have tried 
to force upon him. 

“Another inaccuracy concerning Padre Pio describes him as a 
founder of a recently suppressed community of ‘The Little Hosts.’ 
Padre Pic has had nothing whatever to do with ‘The Little Hosts’.” 

Rumors to the effect that the Holy Father was about to adopt 
measures against religious orders which are supposed to be guided by 
strict rules are emphatically denied in Vatican quarters. Far from 
disapproving of contemplative communities which follow a rule ap- 
proved by the Church, such as the Carmelites, the Church has the 
highest praise for them, and considers them one of the most powerful 
supports of Holy Church in her spiritual conflicts. Let us not forget 
that “The Little Flower of Jesus,” the sweet, joyous, childlike saint 
of our time, ascended the heights of holiness in a secluded Carmel. 
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Mary’s Third Sorrow 


The Three Days Loss of the Divine Child 


HE Feast of the Passover is at hand. At these times, two 
or three hundred thousand Jews journey to the Holy City. 
Mary and Joseph also repair to Jerusalem, and with them 
Jesus, who is now twelve years old. Again the true 
Paschal Lamb goes up to His Temple, and we can imagine 

Mary and Joseph praying there to the Child who is kneeling between 

them, Mary pondering over her last visit to the Temple with this 

sweet Child in her arms, and the grief which like a sword pierced 
her soul at Simeon’s prophecy. 

The seven days’ celebration of the Passover at Jerusalem had 
come to an end, and the pilgrims assembled to return home. Ac- 
cording to custom, Mary joins the women and Joseph the group 
of men from the Province of Galilee, each thinking that the Child 
Jesus is with the other. Thus they journey for a day toward 
Nazareth. But oh, how great is their consternation, when the pil- 
grims meet in the evening, to learn that Jesus is not to be found 
anywhere in the caravan. They inquire, but in vain... No one has 
seen Him. There is no mistake: Jesus is lost! 

Oh, the anguish of Mary’s Heart! Jesus is lost! Jesus, her 
loving Son, her obedient Son, her delicate, tender Son! Jesus, of 
whom she and Joseph have been made custodians by the Eternal 
Father. This unexpected and painful loss causes Mary’s Mother- 
heart to bleed with grief. She and Joseph each assume the blame, 
attributing it to carelessness. Sorrowfully they retrace their steps 
to Jerusalem. With unspeakable sadness in their hearts, they tra- 
verse the streets of the Holy City. They stop the passersby and 
inquire if they have seen a beautiful Child. They knock at the 
doors of dwellings, but no one knows anything about their Son. 
Two days and two nights they spend in unutterable anguish, seek- 
ing their Adorable Child. 

Ah, what sorrow and desolation dwelt in that loving Mothet’s 
Heart! a grief so bitter that it constituted her third dolor, and is 
considered by many saints and mystics as the most painful of her 
Sorrows. Not only was she suffering intense agony of heart, but 
her grief was augmented by the fear that perhaps He had left her 
because of some fault on her part. She also suffered at the sight 
of her dearly loved spouse, so deeply sorrowing. 

The three days’ loss of Jesus in the temple was a most excruci- 
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ating torture for the Blessed Virgin Mary. To her aching, desolate 
Mother-heart, those days were longer than all the years at Nazareth. 
Her desolation must have been even more acute than at the moment 
when she received in her arms the lifeless Body of Jesus from the

She returns at once with 
St. Joseph to Jerusalem and 
seeks Him day and night. 
Deeper and deeper the 
sword penetrates her Heart. 
Yet in all her anguish and 
pain, in her fearful desola- 
tion, Mary remained calm 
and in peace, entirely sub- 
missive to the will of the 
Father. Her sorrow was 
wide and vast as the ocean; 
but deep as deepest depths 
of the ocean was her sub-

Cross; for then, even though dead, she could embrace Him as her 
fondest possession. But in these three days she suffered untold 
anguish and sorrow without Him, when lost from the temple of 


her heart. 
Mary Diligently Seeks Jesus 


Finally, on the third day, they passed that section of the Temple 
where the doctors were wont to lecture, and where anyone who wished 
was permitted to listen and propose questions. They entered. ‘ Lo! 
their sorrow was turned into joy, for there, in the midst of the 
doctors, they beheld the Divine Child, teaching and asking questions 
which He alone knew how to answer. The marvelous character of 
this scene could not make Mary quite forget all that she had been 
made to suffer. This climax to the heart-breaking search caused her 
maternal Heart to overflow in the tender reproach: “Son, why hast 
Thou done so to us?” (Luke ii. 48.) 

In this sorrow, Mary shows us how to act in our times of 
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desolation. Diligently she searched for Jesus during those three days 
“in the company, among their kinsfolk and acquaintances,” and in 
all the places where He had been. Then she retraced her steps to 
Jerusalem. No time was lost, no pains were spared; she sought Him, 
sorrowing over His loss and for any fault that might have been hers. 

Mary, with an anxiety born of love, did not conceal her pain; 
she exclaimed with that holy familiarity to which her love gave 
her a right: “Son, why hast Thou done so to us? Behold, Thy 
father and I have sought Thee sorrowing.” 

None knew better than Jesus what the agony of those three days 
had been to His Mother, — and He could have prevented it! Why, 
then, had He not done so? Because He was beginning to act on the 
principle which He carried out through life: He was the “Man of 
Sorrows” and she was to be the “Mother of Sorrows.” He would 
not spare her one drop of the cup of suffering. He knew its value 
too well, and His love for her was too great. 

To Mary’s question Jesus answered: “Did you not know that 
I must be about My Father’s business?” By this answer He pre- 
pared His Mother for the future: He raised her above the human 
in Him to the Divine; He announced Himself, though obscurely, 
to the doctors as the Messias; He taught us the great lesson of 
detachment, and showed that even our best natural affections must 
be supernaturalized. “My Father’s business” — that must ever come 
first. “For this came I into the world” (John xviii. 37), and I 
must be about it, even if by doing so I give pain to those dearest to Me. 

They were her Son’s first words recorded by the evangelists, 
and Mary “understood” them not. They were words full of mys- 
tery and full of meaning —the first premonition in words, of her 
Son’s mission of suffering. Her mingled feelings of pain and relief, 
of sorrow and joy, would prevent her from grasping their meaning 
at once; but as time passed and her spiritual horizon widened, she 
would understand more and more what His “Father’s business” was, 
though perhaps not till she stood at the foot of the Cross did she 
understand the words in all their fulness. 

To lose Jesus by sin is the greatest misfortune. Should this 
misfortune be ours, we must seek Him at the feet of His minister 
in the confessional, and our joy will be like unto the joy of Mary 
when she clasped her lost Child to her Heart. 

To lose Jesus through no fault of our own is a singular grace 
which God sends to His most beloved children. There is a state 
of spiritual darkness through which every true God-seeking soul 
must pass to be purified for a closer union with God. Oh, the 
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bitterness of those hours in one’s life! All one can do is seek, seek 
and continue to seek God, courageously and uninterruptedly. 

When we have to undergo suffering that seems so unnecessary 
and that could (perhaps we think) with a little forethought have 
been so easily avoided, instead of allowing ourselves to give way 
to discontent and regrets, and even rebellion, how much better it 
would be to say: Yes, it is quite true; Jesus could have prevented 
this, but He is treating me in a small degree as He treated His 
Blessed Mother, not saving me the pain and trouble and inconven- 
ience, but letting me have the opportunity of sanctifying my soul 
and of gaining greater merit.

Holy Viaticum 


ME should receive Holy Communion not only frequently 
during life, but particularly when in danger of death. 
Holy Communion received in such danger is called Holy 
Viaticum — food for the journey to eternity. We need 
the help of God’s grace always, but especially in the 
danger of death, both that we may bear our illness patiently and that 
we may die a happy death. The evil one knows that he has but little 
time remaining and that if the poor sick person breathes forth his 
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soul in the grace of God it will be lost to him forever. Therefore’ 


he makes every effort to cause the sick person to fall into sin. Aided 
by the evil spirits, his companions, he will excite the sick person to 
impatience; he will recall to his mind the evil words and conversations 
to which he listened or in which he took part; he will remind him of 
his sins; he will present hideous images to his imagination and urge 
him to take pleasure in them and to cherish the hope that he will soon 
be well and able to indulge in them; or he will goad him to despera- 
tion by representing to him the terror of Divine Justice. Oh! the 
poor sick man, in what peril will he be of sinning and being lost! 

For this very reason Jesus comes in the Holy Eucharist. After 
having been our comfort in life, He wishes to be so also when we 
are at the point of death. He wishes to come to us at that dangerous 
time to give us courage in our illness, to give us strength to bear our 
trials meritoriously, to revive our faith and hope in His mercy, to 
help us to repel the assaults of the devil, and finally to die a happy, 
holy death. 

Let us be grateful to Jesus for this love He shows us. If we 
are taken sick and realize that our condition is growing serious, let 
us ask for Holy Communion. If we assist some sick person and 
see that his illness is growing serious, let us inform him of his state 
and do all we can to have him receive the holy sacraments while 
he still has the full use of reason. Some, through mistaken affection, 
fear to frighten the sick person and call the priest only when the danger 
has become so acute that the sick person is more dead than alive. Oh! 
the terrible account such will have to render at the tribunal of God! 

Holy Viaticum not only gives help and comfort in those terrible 
moments, but also remits venial sins, by which our purgatory is

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shortenea. It increases in us sanctifying grace, so that our soul will be 
nearer to God and happier for all eternity. Moreover, if a sick person 
were in mortal sin and did not remember it, but were contrite, Holy 
Viaticum would remit this grievous sin. 

You see, therefore, how great are the advantages which Holy 
Viaticum brings us. Let us make it a sacred duty to see that it is 
received in good time by those who are seriously ill. Let us ask of 
the Lord the grace that He will not deprive us of His visit at that last 
moment, but will come and dispose us for the great step into eternity. 

One day, stretched upon a bed of pain, we shall no longer be able 
to go to the church to assist at the Divine Sacrifice, to receive and to 
visit Jesus; but He, who is so good, will come in Holy Viaticum to 
visit us. He will come to assist at the sacrifice which we shall make 
to God of our life. He will come to comfort our trembling soul in 
those last moments, to unite Himself to us and take us with Him to 
heaven, where peace and joy and glory will take the place of sacrifice, 
where the Visit will be perpetual and the Communion eternal, in the 
company of the angels and saints of paradise. 


Example of Anthony Fogazzaro 
1842 —1911 


Anthony Fogazzaro, the great poet and novelist, was a member 
of many Institutions of Letters, History and Science, and was deco- 
rated by his own as well as by foreign Governments. Although not 
all of his writings are to be commended for exactness of doctrine or 
purity of morals,—two of his books were even condemned by the 
Church, — yet, like a devoted son, he submitted to the authority of the 
Church and was indignant at those who urged him to rebel. 

Fogazzaro’s life was all work and charity. Poor peasants and 
laborers who through ill health or lack of work found themselves in 
difficulties, poor artists and students, turned to him and always re- 
ceived generous aid. 

Being obliged to go to a hospital for an operation, he said to 
his daughter: “Pray much for me; I must, and wish to be calm, and 
I desire that you be in no way disturbed. I am going to the shrine 
of Our Lady of Mount Berico to perform my devotions. I shall be 
better afterwards because I shall feel secure.” He was taken to the 
church in an automobile, and on the way remained absorbed in pious 
thoughts, his rosary entwined in his fingers. At the shrine he went 
to confession, and after approaching the Holy Table with deep devo- 
tion, he spent an hour in prayer. Then, calm and happy, he re- 
turned home. 
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The illustrious Bishop of Cremona, Monsignor Bonomelli, visited 
him at the hospital. Fogazzaro thanked him and said: “Your Ex- 
cellency, please hear my confession; I wish Your Excellency to judge 
the condition of my soul.” After the confession he kissed the hand 
of the Bishop, who, moved to tears, left the room. Turning to his 
daughter Mary, Fogazzaro said: “You have given me great consolation 
by calling Monsignor Bonomelli; God bless you! God bless you!” 

The operation appeared successful, but the illness grew worse. 
On the morning of March 7th, the chaplain of the hospital, a Capu- 
chin Father, was called. Fogazzaro said to him, with determination: 
“I desire that Holy Viaticum be brought to me.” The Capuchin 
Father departed, and outside the door met Fogazzaro’s daughter Mary, 
who began to weep. Her father called her into the room and said 
to her with serene earnestness: “Be brave, Mary; I myself have 
asked for the Viaticum. I desire that you be present when It is 
administered to me.” Suddenly he was stricken with such severe 
trembling that the chaplain could no longer give him Holy Com- 
munion, but he immediatly administered Extreme Unction, Fogazzaro 
making the responses to the prayers. Then having uttered, in a 
faint voice, “Amen!” “Jesus!” he gently expired. 

Fogazzaro’s death was bewailed throughout Italy, “which he had 
served by his works and glorified by his writings.” All mourned 
him as “an excellent father, an illustrious citizen, an eminent man 
of letters, a convinced believer, a perfect gentleman.” 

Let us ever remember, to his glory, that he submitted wholly 
to the decision of the Church with regard to the condemnation of 
two of his works, and that, professor and senator though he was, he 
showed great joy whenever he had an opportunity to serve Holy 
Mass, not only for a bishop but also for an ordinary priest.

efficacious means is there of assisting the poor souls than the worthy 
partaking of the Body and Blood of Christ, the fountain of grace 
and mercy, where not we live, but Jesus lives in us, where He 
prays with us and in us for our departed brothers and sisters? 
Oh, how great is the consolation we thereby bring into the dark 
and desolate regions of purgatory. 

Let us not forget either that in helping the poor souls we at 
the same time further our own advantage. United with our Divine 
Savior. in the Sacrament of His love, He can refuse us nothing. 
Yet, just as Holy Communion received in a state of mortal sin draws 
down upon the soul the anger of God instead of His blessing, so 
also. our help is of less value to the poor souls if we do not serious- 
ly endeavor to amend our lives and to serve God with a pure heart. 


Indulgences 


Indulgences* which we offer for the dead either obtain their 
instant release or serve to change great sufferings into less acute 
pains, according as they are applied to the souls by Divine Justice. 
In gaining an indulgence we draw pardon and mercy from the 
treasure of the Church, which consists of the superabundant satis- 
faction of our blessed Redeemer and the merits of His saints. 
Almighty God graciously accepts indulgences offered up to Him for 
the poor souls, because it is the Church, His Spouse, who offers to 
pay the last farthing to Divine Justice for her suffering children. 
If Almighty God accepts this offer, then the soul to whom the 
indulgence is applied obtains either the entire or a partial remission 
of the punishment, according to the nature of the indulgence gained 
and the disposition of the person gaining it. 


Zeal for Gaining Indulgences Rewarded 


The pious Louis of Blois tells of a poor soul who appeared 
to a great servant of God and described to him her intense suffer- 
ings. She said that she was being tormented by a consuming fire 
because she had often received Holy Communion without fervor and 
proper preparation, and added: “You were my friend during life; 
be so still now. Receive the Blessed Sacrament but once for me 
with great devotion, and I hope it will be sufficient to atone for 
my lukewarmness and indifference.” The friend hastened to do as 
he was requested, and the poor soul appeared to him resplendent 
with glory. Full of joy and gratitude she said: “At last I shall

Not without cause does St. Bonaventure say that charity ought 
to spur us on to receive Holy Communion, because nothing is more 
efficacious to obtain the release of the poor souls in purgatory. 

St. Mary Magdalen de Pazzi and her religious were encouraged 
to persevere in their great zeal for the souls of the departed. Short- 
ly after the death of one of her Sisters, the holy Superioress went 
into the church to take a last farewell of her dear daughter, for 
the repose of whose soul she had offered up all her indulgences. 
She had scarcely advanced as far as the Communion rail when she 
saw the soul of the Sister ascending toward heaven. Overcome with 
joy, St. Magdalen exclaimed: “Farewell, dear Sister! farewell, happy 
soul! Your body has not yet been deposited in the grave and 
already you have taken possession of heaven.” Our Lord revealed 
to St. Magdalen afterwards that this soul was detained in purgatory 
but fifteen hours, because during her life she had been zealous in 
gaining and offering up holy indulgences for the dead.

| i Reiner: the altar the Blessed Sacrament is enthroned. Worshipers 

enter noiselessly, to kneel awhile with reverent devotion before 
their Hidden God, while their hearts pour out prayers of adoration 
and thanksgiving and of fervent petition to Him who is the all- 
bountiful Giver. Around His throne, flickering candles keep a guard 
of honor, their glowing tongues of flame whispering to Him the 
varied messages of those who placed them there. Perhaps their 
donors, regretting that they could not remain longer with their Lord, 
offered these lights as tokens of their love, to keep vigil like burn- 
ing seraphim before His altar throne. O precious hours, when the 
Lord of the tabernacle leaves His seclusion and permits Himself to 
be exposed upon the altar, that His children may feast their eyes 
upon the spotless whiteness of the Sacred Host! 

In our Adoration Chapels both at Clyde and Mundelein, we have 
perpetual exposition of the Blessed Sacrament. Never is the Sacred 
Host removed except during the three last days of Holy Week as 
prescribed by Holy Church. Day and night, burning candles light 
up the sanctuary and adorn the altar throne. Many lovers of the 
Blessed Sacrament, taking advantage of this precious opportunity, 
send votive offerings to have candles burned for their intention. In 
return for this act of homage, our dear Lord grants them many 
blessings, oftentimes in a visible and striking manner. For an offering 
of 50¢, a large wax candle will be burned for a day and a night 
according to the intention of the donor; for $2.50, one week, and for 
$12.00, an entire month. Such offerings would be especially pleasing 
to our dear Lord during the holy Lenten time as acts of reparation.

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Our Savior’s Crowning with Thorns 





“§ HE inhuman torture of the scourging was followed by 
another not less cruel and ignominious,— the fearful 
crowning with thorns. Describing this, the Evangelist 
says: “The soldiers of the governor, taking Jesus into the 
hall, gathered together unto Him the whole band; and 
stripping Him, they put a scarlet cloak about Him. And platting a 
crown of thorns, they put it upon His head, and a reed in His right 
hand. And bowing the knee before Him, they mocked Him, saying: 
Hail, king of the Jews” (Matt. xxvii. 27-30). 

What a fearful torment! What an atrocious outrage! Many of 
the thorns broke whilst the cruel circlet was being roughly pressed into 
the adorable brow of our Redeemer, and several of them, according 
to St. Bernard, penetrated His skull and caused Him excruciating pain. 
Not satisfied with inflicting this painful torture, the soldiers threw about 
Jesus a scarlet cloak, the insignia of royal dignity. In His hand they 
placed a reed for a sceptre, then mockingly bent their knees before 
Him, gave Him blows, spit in His face and insultingly cried: “Hail, 
king of the Jews!” 

It seems impossible that such inhuman wickedness could have its 
source in human hearts. In the face of such unheard of torture, even 
the hardest heart would naturally have pity on the victim, were he his 
bitterest enemy. Only too clearly was Satan the originator and instiga- 
tor of these dreadful tortures, perpetrated by a godless people who 
could not satisfy themselves with any torture because they were perse- 
cuting our Lord from a motive of deeply rooted hatred. And because 
He on whom they were inflicted was God-man, Incarnate Mildness, His 
inexhaustible love would not have been satisfied to suffer less. 

How shall we describe the additional maltreatments which were 
mingled with this bitter chalice? What shall we say of the scarlet 
cloak which was placed on our Savior’s shoulders? of the reed put in 
His hand instead of a sceptre? of the bending of the knee by which He 
was mockingly saluted while the soldiers gave Him blows and struck 
His sacred Head with the reed? Has martyrdom of such varied tor- 
ments ever been endured or witnessed? Have ever such malicious 
inventions been used to torture even the most degraded criminal? We 
read of nothing to equal the crowning with thorns in the struggles of the 
martyrs, nor has there been any sequel in the punishment of evildoers. 
They were often subjugated to many agonies and cruel punishments, 
but nowhere do we read of such an invention of wickedness nor of such 
mockery combined with such dreadful tortures. This was reserved 
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O Head, all gashed and gory! 
O’erwhelmed in woe and scorn; 
O Head, the angels’ glory! 

Yet pierced by many a. thorn. 
Far other fate should meet Thee, 
Far other be Thy crown; 

A thousand times I greet Thee, 
While tears of love flow down. 
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Hail, Adorable Thorn-Crowned Savior! 


Ah, Lord, the thorns Thou wearest 
Should pierce my guilty brow; 
Beneath the Cross Thou bearest 
My sinful back should bow; 

The cruel whips that tore Thee, 
Mine, mine alone should be; 
Yet, Jesus, I implore Thee, 

Turn not Thy Face from me. 
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solely for our Blessed Savior, who atoned for the sinful lusts of men 
by the greatness of His pains and expiated our pride and vanity by the 
disgrace of His sufferings. 

How marvelously is the greatness and goodness of God manifested 
in this mystery of the crowning with thorns! Jesus did not wish to die 
an ordinary death, but chose for Himself the bitterest, the most shame- 
ful, the most contemptible death. Verily, He took upon Himself “our 
Redemption’s awful cost,” all our guilt and shame. Thus was the 
greatness of His love more clearly manifested to us, and our Redemp- 
tion made the more abundantly fruitful. 

It was plain to the Roman Governor that Christ was innocent and 
that His enemies desired His death out of sheer envy. Therefore he 
exerted all his ingenuity to free Jesus from the hands of the Jews. He 
decided, as a last desperate means, to scourge the entire body of our 
Lord and to lead Him thus bleeding before the people, surmising that 
a mere look at this painfully scourged and mistreated Just One would 
move the enraged multitude to pity. But alas! how mistaken were his 
hopes! Spurred on by the allies of Satan, the people cried out as with 
one voice: “Crucify Him! Crucify Him!” 

O my soul, hasten thither; behold the condition and the sadness in 
which thy Lord appears before the people! Behold how frightfully 
disfigured is the countenance of Him who radiates the glory of the 
Eternal Father, who is the image of His infinite beauty! Behold with 
what deep confusion He stands before the people, clothed in the mock- 
mantle, with hands bound by the cruel ropes, with the crown of thorns 
upon His head and a reed in His hand as a sceptre, His whole body 
torn and bleeding! Contemplate how His Divine countenance is swoll- 
en by the strikes and blows, defiled by spittle, wounded by the thorns, 
and how the blood trickles down into His adorable eyes! 

It was the will of our Divine Lord that His head, which had escaped 
the scourging, should also bear its distinct punishment, that He might 
expiate our sins of thought —the many thoughts and desires of vanity, 
pride, ambition, rebellion, hatred, vengeance, impurity and injustice 
with which the minds of men are filled when they forget their 
God. Gazing upon our Savior crowned with thorns, let us offer 
Him to the Eternal Father, saying: “O God, the Father of mercy, 
look upon the face of Thy Christ, and have mercy upon us!”

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A Rare and Precious Relic 





the Crown of Thorns worn by our Savior during His 
Passion are probably among the most treasured of the 
relics preserved by Holy Mother Church. After St. 
Louis,* King of France, had redeemed the sacred Crown 
of our Savior from the hands of the Eastern emperors, he had a 
special chapel built for it, and often he spent the night in prayer 
before this sacred relic. 

Since the Holy Father, Pope Pius XI, desires expressly that the 
holy relics of the Passion be venerated in a special manner during 
this Jubilee Year of our Redemption, our dear friends will be happy 
to learn that an exceptionally large portion of a Holy Thorn is 
exposed for veneration in the auxiliary Chapel of “The Holy Thorn” 
connected with the Adoration Church of “Our Lady of the Most 
Blessed Sacrament,” Mundelein, Illinois. The relic is fully authen- 
ticated, and it has already attracted many who go to the Adoration 
Church to visit our Lord exposed in the Most Blessed Sacrament. 
With most edifying devotion some of the faithful have been seen 
to kiss even the floor of this little chapel sanctified by the presence 
of the sacred relic. 

As many requests have been made by the faithful to venerate 
the holy relic individually, we are delighted to announce that after 
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Vespers and Benediction on Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays, that. 


is, about 4:15 P.M., a priest will pass the relic of the Holy Thorn 
to be kissed by those who are present in the side chapel. 

It should be borne in mind, however, that in the Most Blessed 
Sacrament is Jesus Himself, living, loving and interceding for us. 
Therefore, the Holy Eucharist deserves our first act of homage. But 
the Blessed Sacrament being a “memorial of the Passion of Christ,” 
the veneration of the instruments of our Savior’s Passion can be 
most fittingly combined with devotion to our Lord exposed on the 
altar. 


Some devout venerators of the Sacred Passion may be interested 
to learn that three stained glass windows are still needed for the 
auxiliary Chapel of the Holy Thorn. It is proposed to have a sub- 
ject relating to the Crowning with Thorns in each window. Also 
a mosaic panel is planned for the rear of this little chapel. Since

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The Crucifix by the Way 





N the low level of the great Upper Italy there are large 
stretches of rice and maize fields. In the lowlands, fre- 
quently overflowed by the Po, the Olona and the Oglio, 
these grains thrive abundantly beneath the warm Italian 
sun. But from these marshy bottoms rise the sickening 
malaria vapors. These and the lack of good drinking 

water, which is felt especially in the glowing heat of the summer, often 

cause fatal distempers, particularly the dreaded pellagra. Only at 
great distances are small villages and towns to be found, and rarely 
any farm houses. For 
miles these grayish- 
green bottoms stretch 
before one, usually 
crossed by a straight 
road, which is either 
dry and dusty or wet 
and marshy, accord- 
ing to the season. 
Near the road be- 
tween Bassuccio and 

Balcera there is a 

small monastery of 

barefooted monks. 

The little garden sur- 

rounding the monas- 

tery is enclosed by a 

high wall. Clinging 
to the outside of this 

wall is a grapevine 
which has seen the 
harvest days of many 

a century. Its trunk 

is as thick as that of 

a full grown plum 
tree. About four or 
five feet from the 

ground the trunk 

separates into "two 

mighty arms, which 

The ancient grapevine with the devotion-inspiring cling to the ancient 

image of the Crucified. , monastery wall. The 

vines growing out of 

these branches form a shady bower around this peaceful little sanctu- 
ary and offer a welcome resting place to the weary traveler. 

On the vine hangs a carved life-sized image of our Crucified 

Savior. The corpus is fastened to the trunk, and the arms are extend- 

ed through the branches. Above the Crucifix is a baldachin of green 
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leaves, and dark, juicy grapes hang in clusters from the branches. At 
the feet of the Crucified is a wooden chalice. Interesting and pathetic 
is the history of this remarkable image of Jesus Crucified. 


The Donor 


In 1632, a German nobleman traveled to the tombs of the apostles, 
bareheaded and barefooted, wearing a rope about his neck, to atone 
for a perfidious crime. Blinded by hatred, he had killed his own 
brother in a duel, sending his soul, laden with great injustice, before 
its eternal Judge. True, by hard, self-imposed penance he had endeav- 
ored to make atonement for the wicked murder of his brother. He 
had left the castle of his ancestors, and far away from his wife and 
child had led a life of severe mortification in a monastery. But what 
could he do, what must he do, to help the soul of the murdered one 
whom he had slain with demoniacal hatred without giving him time 
for penance? —- He would travel to Rome to pray for the soul of his 
brother at the tomb of St. Peter and his successor, Urban VIII, and 
then end his life in Jerusalem as a guardian to pilgrims, forgotten by 
all who knew him. 

For a length of time he tarried in Milan, praying, fasting and 
doing penance at the San Ambrosio and at the tomb of St. Charles 
Borromeo, waiting for cooler days to travel through the sultry low- 
lands. One morning while assisting at Holy Mass at the tomb of the 
great Bishop he thought he heard the words: “Set out! At Pianura 
you will learn what is My will.’”’ Although his strength was almost 
exhausted and he was languishing under the late summer sun, he set 
out at once. On the third day he was almost prostrated. The heat 
and thirst had increased to an almost unendurable torture. But lo! 
a little tower suddenly loomed in the distance. Mustering up his 
little remaining strength he set out toward it. Dusk had gathered by 
the time he arrived at the church of Socolanti, whose friendly tower 
it was that he had seen from afar. Deep stillness reigned about. He 
plucked a bunch of grapes from the ancient vine clinging to the garden 
wall, lay down on the grass near by, and was soon fast asleep. 


His Dream 

Suddenly it seemed to the weary traveler as if he and his mur- 
dered brother were standing together in the midst of flames, tortured 
by a dreadful thirst. There was no longer any enmity between them. 
Each was anxious to help the other, but their burning tongues clove 
to their parched palates, and they could not utter a word. Their limbs 
were like glowing irons, and they suffered dreadful tortures. Then 
he perceived the vine beneath which he had lain down to rest. The 
Blood from our Savior’s Wounds ran down into a chalice beneath, and 
an angel handed It to the brothers. As they drank of It, an inexpress- 
ible sweetness and strength passed through all their members. Their 
tongues were loosed, and as once the youths in the fiery furnace, they 
broke forth in praises of the mercy of God: “Benedicite omnia opera 
Domini Domino — All ye works of the Lord, praise the Lord!”’ 

At these words the penitent pilgrim in the friendly shadow of the 
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old vine suddenly awoke. From the little church the praises continued: 
“Benedicite angeli Domini Domino, benedicite coeli Domino! — Ye 
angels of the Lord, bless the Lord; ye heavens, bless the Lord!”” The 
pious monks were chanting Lauds; it was towards morning: Deeply 
affected, the nobleman knelt at the door of the church in an attitude 
of humble penitence. 

The choir prayer was ended, the Holy Sacrifice celebrated and the 
monks left the church, but still the pilgrim remained on his knees, 
motionless, thinking about his wonderful dream, At length he arose 
and knocked at the door of the monastery. He was conducted to the 
Prior, a venerable old man with silver gray hair, who greeted him 
with the closing words of the Benedicite: ‘‘Benedictus es, Domine, in 
firmamento coeli et laudabilis et gloriosus et superexaltatus in sae- 
cula! — Blessed art Thou, O Lord, in the firmament of heaven: and 
worthy to be praised and exalted above all forever!’”’ “Be of good 
cheer, my son,” he continued; “the Lord has shown great mercy to 
you and your brother.’’ He then spoke to the astonished stranger 
about his debt and its atonement, about the words heard at the Bishop’s 
tomb in Milan and the wonderful dream at the foot of the vine. 

“Our Lord has indeed looked upon your contrition and penance 
with pleasure,” he said, “but you have trusted too much in yourself, 
your chastisements and self-denials. What is all that which you have 
done so far? What would a lifelong penance and mortification avail 
in comparison with one drop of the Precious Blood of our Savior? 
In anticipation of the holy Sacrifice of the Mass offered up for your 
brother by Divine inspiration, and your pious assistance at the same, 
the all-merciful God has been propitious to his and to your soul. 
This the Lord has shown you by the dream. Return now to your wife 
and child. Be kind to the suffering. Give edification to the body of 
knights and to your domestic servants by a good Christian life. Honor 
the priests of the Most High, and ever remember the surpassingly 
great value of the Holy Mass and a worthy and humble Communion!” 

The chronicles of the monastery continue that the knight returned 
to his home, much consoled and comforted. In the following year, on 
the anniversary of his first visit, he returned to the monastery with a 
carved image of the Crucified, which he himself fastened to the vine 
as he had seen it in his dream. At the feet of the image he placed a 
chalice so that all who passed by would be admonished that in the 
chalice at Holy Mass the Precious Savior-blood is truly offered in 
atonement to Divine Justice as once on the Cross. This took place on 
the Feast of the Exaltation of the Cross in the year 1633. 

Since that day, every evening after the ringing of the Angelus 
the monks go out, singing the Miserere, to venerate the Sacro Croci- 
fisso. The vine, now more than a thousand years old, sprouts, thrives 
and brings forth fruit with continual freshness and vigor. Many a 
weary traveler has found refreshment and rest in its juicy grapes and 
balmy shade. And the devotional figure hanging on the vine has, for 
almost three centuries, reanimated faith, hope and charity in the 
heart of many a passing traveler toward the Crucified Savior who in 
sacrificing love offers Himself each day anew on our altars. 
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Good Friday, 1865 

Spring has come. The first tender shoots on the wide-spreading 
rice and maize fields of the Lombardian lowlands are making their 
appearance. It is Good Friday. The sky is dark and gloomy. In the 
immeasurable distance the earth and sky seem to blend into one an- 
other in an indistinct sombre hue. A pale young man is seen trudging 
along the road which leads from Balcera to Parma. His exterior ap- 
pearance is slovenly and neglected; his look gloomy and despairing. 
He strides onward as quickly as his languishing strength allows. For 
two days he has had nothing to eat but a nauseous mush prepared 
with bad oil, set outside of the door for him in a broken dish as one 
would do for a dog. 

This stranger was the wreck of a once promising artist. Three 
years he had spent in Italy as an art student, giving in to unre- 
strained pleasure and squandering his inheritance. More miserable 
and unsettled than when he had come, he was returning to Germany. 
He was tired of life, but wished to be buried on German soil, in 
the cemetery of the first German village.— In the cemetery? No, 
they will bury me like a dog if I lay hands on my own miserable 
life, he mused. No matter! Misfortune has laid hold of me, not 
I myself; the unlucky star is following me. I was born on a 
Friday —an unlucky day... He uttered a terrible imprecation and 
raised his doubled fist toward heaven. 

Suddenly he arrives at the ancient little monastery protected 
by the giant vine. The grapevine is covered with a purple cloth. 
Presently the monks approach processionally, praying with downcast 
eyes. They are ascetic looking figures, clad in rough gray habits, 
girded with ropes and barefooted. They arrange themselves around 
the grapevine. The traveler has remained standing, looking at them 
half angrily, half contemptuously. Now the Guardian, a young but 
most spiritual looking monk, climbs up and loosens the cloth so 
that the image of the Crucified becomes visible. With a trumpet- 
like voice he sings: ‘“‘Ecce lignum crucis, in quo salus mundi pependit — 
Behold the wood of the Cross, on which hung the world’s Salvation.” 
Then all fall on their faces in the dust of the road, responding: 
*“Venite adoremus — Come, let us adore.’’ The salutation and the 
response are sung a second time, and again a third. The traveler, 
too, has fallen on his knees at the mighty call of the monk, which 
sounds like a command to him. He gazes at the Cross. It seems 
to him the Crucified is looking at him, and this look penetrates to 
the depths of his soul... The monks carry the swooning traveler 
to the guest cell and care for him with tender brotherly love. 

On Easter morning he celebrated the resurrection of our Lord 
with the monks; his soul, too, had arisen from the fetters of sin 
and despair. But as once the Divine Savior said to His apostles, 
speaking of the multitude: “If I shall send them away fasting to 
their homes they will faint in the way” (Mark viii. 3), so the Prior, 
gathering his monks about him, said to them: “He is still weak 
and has need of the Heavenly Food and bodily care. If we let 
him go now he will soon starve in body and soul. Let us keep 
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him for a while longer and nourish him until he has become stronger 
physically and spiritually.’’ All gladly consented, and they gave him 
not only food and drink, clothing and shelter, but also nourished 
his soul with the Word of God and the Food of the elect. The 
stranger accepted the kindness of the poor monastery with grati- 
tude. He worked in the kitchen and in the fields, but during his 
free time he knelt or sat before the Crucifix on the vine and carved 
at a piece of cypress wood. At first clumsy and shapeless, then 
always more clearly discernible and more shapely appeared the body 
and the head of the large image of the Crucified. He then added 
the arms. Amidst much praying, great patience and diligent labor 
the work was finally completed, and the image was purchased by 
a wealthy nobleman of the neighborhood. 

The “Christian sculptor’? then moved on toward Germany, his 
own country. He no longer carved anything but images of his 
crucified Savior. Though they were not masterpieces, they were much 
desired for their deeply pious expression and he received many orders. 
Every Friday he received his Savior with great devotion. ‘“‘His day 
of suffering on the Cross has become for me a day of happiness,” 
he often repeated.
